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Temperance  Com. 
Opposes  Referendum 

The  Temperance  Committee  of  the 
Mississippi  Baptist  Convention  Board, 
meeting  in  all  day  session  last  Tuesday, 
reiterated  its  stand  against  beverage 
alcohol  in  all  forms,  declaring  its  oppo¬ 
sition  to  repeal  or  weakening  of  the  pres¬ 
ent  liquor  laws,  took  a  strong  stand 
against  a  liquor  referendum,  and  re¬ 
affirmed  its  faith  in  the  United  Dry  As¬ 
sociation. 

Rev.  J.  B.  Smith  of  Magee,  Chairman 
of  the  committee  in  issuing  a  statement 
said  the  committee  felt  that  it  was  re¬ 
flecting  the  convictions  of  a  vast  ma¬ 
jority  of  Mississippi  Baptists. 

In  regard  to  iU  stand  on  opposition  to 
a  referundum,  the  full  statement  of  the 
committee  is  given  as  follows: 

“The  Committee  must  Uke  a  firm 
stand  in  opposition  to  the  idea  of  a  ref¬ 
erendum  in  Mississippi,  even  at  the  risk 
of  being  misunderstood  by  some.  The 
only  reasonable  justification  of  such  a 
vote  we"  feel  is  that  it  would  establish 
the  will  of  the  people,  or  ‘Let  the  people 
speak.' 

“Certainly  we  do  not  oppose  this  Demo¬ 
cratic  procedure,  but  we  submit  that  the 
people  have  spoken  in  no  uncertain 
terms.  In  1934  when  they  last  voted  on 
the  question  of  legalised  liquor,  it  was 
defeated  overwhelmingly,  and  since  wine 
and  beer  were  legalised  that  same  year, 
54  counties  out  of  the  82,  have  said 
by  their  vote  that  they  do  not  even  want 
the  wine  and  beer. 

“In  spite  of  these  facts  the  usual  liquor 
bill  was  introduced  in  1936  and  practical¬ 
ly  every  beer  election  which  has  been 
held  has  been  carried  through  the  highest 
court,  always  on  legal  technicalities,  be¬ 
fore  it  could  be  put  into  effect. 

“We  do  not  believe  that  the  people 
have  changed  their  minds.  Two  months 
ago  the  most  recent  county-wide  beer 
election  resulted  in  the  out  lawing  of 
wine  and  beer. 

"Although  seven  elections  have  been 
held  under  the  municipal  local  option

WASHINGTON.  T)t. — (RNS)— Protes¬ 
tant  leaders  here  expressed  gratification 
at  the  withdrawal  by  President  Truman 
of  the  nomination  of  Gen.  Mark  W. 
Clark  as  ambassador  to  the  Vatican,  but 
said  they  will  oppose  the  sending  of  any 
other  envoy. 

“We  have  never  made  any  fight  what¬ 
soever  against  Gen.  Clark,"  said  Dr. 
Joseph  Dawson,  executive  secretary  of 
the  Baptist  Joint  Committee  on  Public 
Affairs.  “It  has  never  been  a  personal 
matter,  but  one  of  principle.” 

A  spokesman  for  Protestants  and  Other 
Americans  United  for  Separation  of 
Church  and  State  said:  “We  will  con¬ 
tinue  to  oppose  the  sending  of  an  ambas¬ 
sador,  minister,  or  any  type  of  personal 
envoy  to  the  Vatican  because  it  would  be 
a  violation  of  the  principle  of  separation 
of  Church  and  State.” 

Robert  P.  Van  Deusen,  Washington 
secretary  of  the  National  Lutheran  Coun¬ 
cil  said: '“The  President's  action  fore¬ 
stalls  what  might  have  been  an  un¬ 
pleasant  situation  between  the  Catholic 
and  Protestant  faith*.  I  think  that  all  of 
us  who  out  of  conviction  had  to  oppose 
the  Vatican  nomination  felt  that  it  was 
too  bad  that  an  issue  like  this  should 
arise  at  a  time  when  the  faiths  have 
learned  to  work  together  so  well.” 

|  Mr.  Van  Deusen  added  that  “the  spon- 
•  taneity  with  which  Protestant  forces 
joined  hands  on  this  issue  should  now  be 
transferred  to  broader  fields.”

ATLANTA,  Ga-(BP)-With  the  hope 
that  permanent  evangelism  programs 
will  emerge  among  Southern  Baptists 
from  “the  present  interest  in  soul-win¬ 
ning,”  the  Home  Mission  Board  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  will  promote 
evangelism  on  the  state  level  this  year, 
according  to  Dr.  Courts  Redford.  assist¬ 
ant  executive  secretary  of  the  Board  in 
Atlanta. 

In  a  recent  projection  of  the  Board’s 
plans  for  1952.  Dr.  Redford  said  that  the 
emphasia  on  the  church  will  be  continued 
through  promoting  doctrinal  study,  or¬ 
ganization  of  new  churches,  encouraging 
local  congregations  to  sponsor  mission 
work  in  their  own  territories,  and  a  cam¬ 
paign  to  re-enlist  the  many  non  resident 
BaptisU  throughout  the  Convention  terri¬ 
tory. 

He  emphasized  the  significance  of  or¬ 
ganizing  new  churches  by  eking  achieve- 
menu  of  the  3,942  churches  organized 
from  1940  to  1950,  reports  that  they 
now  have  513,501  members  and  gave  over 
$1,500,000  to  missions  in  1950.

He  explained  that  the  cost  of 
operating  a  bureau  of  trained, 
specialised  investigators  would  be  &  many 
a  small  percentage  of  the  present 
cost  of  crime  and  of  the  many 
trial  cases  that  result  in  acquittal. 

Here  is  an  opportunity  for  all 
who  have  said  that  prohibition 
won’t  work  to  show  their  sincerity.

attorney  general’s  office  in  the 
same  way  the  E  BI  is  part  of  the 
U.S.  Department  of  Justice.  The 
MBCI  would  have  an  attorney 
general-appointed  director  and  up 
to  25  investigators  and  the  bill 
specifies  that  they  must  be  well- 
trained  for  the  job. 

We  are  not  alone  in  our  plea  for 
some  help  toward  law  enforce¬ 
ment.  Governor  Wright  urged  the 
last  legislature  to  provide  some 
help  as  Senator  Evans  now  pro¬ 
poses.  Attorney  General  Coleman 
had  voiced  the  same  plea.  He  stat¬ 
ed  tliat  he  had  the  law  but  no 
means  of  enforcement.  He  illus¬ 
trated  it  by  saying  that  lie  was  pro¬ 
vided  with  a  shot  gun  but  no  am¬ 
munition. 

Space  does  not  permit  in  a 
single  issue  of  the  Baptist  Record 
a  full  exposition  of  the  proposed 
law.

Senator  Evans’  bill  specifies  that 
the  agents  provided  by  his  bill 
would  be  specialists  in  crime  de¬ 
tection,  some  of  them  at  least 
schooled  in  scientific  crime  detec¬ 
tion  and  with  up-to-date  crime  de¬ 
tection  apparatus.

Shall  America  Bow 
To  The  Pope  of  Rome

THE  TIME  HAS  COME  FOR  UNITED 
ACTION. 

The  situation  is  aggravated  by  the  hap¬ 
penings  in  America  and  Rome  during  the 
past  few  years,  revealing  the  evident 
intention  of  the  Roman  Catholic  hier¬ 
archy  to  make  America  and  the  other 
nations  of  the  world  political  and  relig¬ 
ious  satellites  of  the  pope. 

After  centuries  of  Italian  dominance 
of  the  Sacred  College  Pope  Pius  XII 
startled  the  world  by  appointing  thirty- 
two  cardinals  from  many  different  na¬ 
tions— twelve  from  the  Americas.  The 


newspapers  were  filled  with  stories  of  the 
pomp  and  circumstance  surrounding 
their  elevation  to  the  papal  nobility. 

Roman  Catholic  political  parties  have 
been  organised  throughout  Europe.  The 
triumph  of  the  Christian  Social  Party  in 
Belgium  and  the  impressive  showing  by 
the  Christian  Democratic  Union  in  the 
American-ocnupied  xone  of  Germany  pre¬ 
pared  the  way  for  the  Vatican  advance¬ 
ment  of  its  proposal  to  form  a  Christian 
Social  International,  Unking  aU  Roman 
Cathcdic  parties. 

Besides  Germany  and  Belgium.  Roman 
Catholic  political  parties  are  now  occu¬ 
pying  a  large  share  of  the  limelight  in 
Italy,  where  the  Christian  Democratic 
Party  has  a  majority  in  ParUament;  in 
France,  where  the  RepubUcan  Popular 
Movement  and  the  DeGaulIists  bold  a 
majority  of  the  seats;  and  in  Holland, 
where  the  Catholic  People's  Party  is  a 
vital  part  of  the  Government  coalition. 

In  Spain  and  Portugal  the  whole  fascist 
political  structure  is  in  Roman  Catholic 
control. 

In  the  Americas,  papal-confrolled  Que¬ 
bec  dominates  Canadian  politics  and 
policy,  and  openly  boasts  of  the  "con¬ 
quest  of  the  cradle"  by  which  Roman 
Catholics,  helped  by  subsidies  for  large 
families,  will  by  ItTS,  be  m  a  majority 
throughout  the  Dominion.  Practically 
every  Latin  American  "republic"  is  dom¬ 
inated  by  Rome. 

There  is  every  evidence  that  there  is  a 
well-balanced  effort  on  the  part  of  the 
Roman  Catholic  hierarchy  to  make 
Ameriea  Catholic.  There  is  nothing  par¬ 
ticularly  new  about  this.  Archbishop 
Ireland  in  November.  1889,  preaching  in 
Baltimore,  uttered  a  phrase  which 
brought  indignation  to  every  free-born 
American.  “Our  work  is  to  make  Ameri¬ 
ca  Catholic.”  Theodore  Maynard,  a  lead¬ 
ing  Catholic  writer,  during  the  famed  A1 
Smith  campaign  for  the  Presidency,  said: 
“The  plain  fact  is  that  America  will  soon 
become  the  decisive  battleground  of  the 
Faith.  We  must  therefore  be  prepared 
for  a  struggle  for  which  weapons  keener 
than  those  that  are  just  now  at  our  dis¬ 
posal  will  be  called  for.”  The  internat- 
tionally  known  Catholic  writer,  Hilaire 
Belloc,  goes  more  deeply  into  the  reasons 
for  the  effort.  He  says,  “The  necessary 
conflict  between  the  civil  state  and  the 
Catholic  Church  where  the  two  are  not 
identified.  .  must  still  take  place  in  the 
United  States.  .  .The  CathoUc  Church  is 
in  its  root  principles  at  issue  with  the 
civic  definition  both  of  freedom  and 
authority.  For  the  purpose  of  state,  re¬ 
ligion  is  either  a  universally  admitted 
system  or  a  matter  of  individual  choice. 
But  by  the  definition  which  is  the  very 
soul  of  Catholicism,  religion  must  be  for 
the  Catholic  first,  a  supreme  authority 
superior  to  any  claims  .of  the  state;  sec¬ 
ondly,  a  corporate  thing  and  not  an  indi¬ 
vidual  thing;  thirdly,  a  thing  dependent 
upon  authority,  and  not  upon  a  personal 
mood;  fourthly,  a  guaranty  of  individual 
freedom  in  aU  that  is  not  of  faith.  .  .The 
chief  political  problem  presented  by  re¬ 
ligion  has,  then,  still  to  be  solved  in  the 
New  World.  .  .Presented  the  problem 
certainly  will  be,  and  in  one  or  other  of 
the  many  fashions,  stable  or  unstable.” 

With  America  new  the  feeding  nation 
ef  the  wee  Id  end  the  site  fer  the  UN 
rival  "capital  ef  the  werld,"  the  Vatican 
has  manifestly  decided  that  new  is  the 
time  fer  the  final  inevitable  conflict  to 
begin.  Already  she  leeks  to  American 
Romanists  for  the  bulk  ef  her  financial 
suppert  and  the  best  ef  her  future  leader¬ 
ship.  It  is  widely  end  publicly  rumored 
that  Cardinal  Spellman  is  being  groomed 


bi  real  earnest.  • 

The  battle  for  freedom  from  this 
identical  papal  power  was  fought  by  our 
forefathers  when  they  left  Europe  to 
found  a  new  nation  in  America.  For 
more  than  ISO  years  we  have  enjoyed 
that  freedom.  Today  we  see  a  gigantic 
growth  of  that  tyranny  upon  our  free 
soil.  As  free  men  we  cannot  permit  it  to 
develop  to  the  point  where  it  might  gain 
the  political,  psychological  or  numerical 
ascendancy  and  again  impose  its  intoler¬ 
able  will  upon  us. 

Now  that  Romo  has  mad*  tho  doc  is  ion 
that  Amorica  must  bo  brought  into  tho 
papal  orbit,  rod-bloodod  Americans  and 
incorruptibla  Protostants  ara  forced  to 
make  a  corresponding  decision.  It  is 
to  use  our  power  which  is  still  pre¬ 
eminent  in  this  country  to  uphold  our 
constitutional  rights,  to  demand  tha 
claansing  of  our  political  house  from 
every  vestige  of  papal  aggrassion,  and  to 
stand  for  our  blood-bought  principles  with 
renewed  devotion.  Tho  hierarchy  cannot 
expect  us  to  stand  in  faar  of  its  accusa¬ 
tions  of  "intolerance  and  bigotry"  and 
meekly  accede  to  its  offensive.  Since 
Romo  has  organised  a  new  mighty  up¬ 
surge  for  its  own  ends,  there  must  of 
necessity  bo  organized  under  strong  lead¬ 
ership  a  new  mighty  upsurge  of  tho  old 
Protestant  American  spirit  to  balance  it 
and  withstand  it. 

The  time  is  lpng  overdue  for  united 
action  on  the  part  of  all  sectors  of  Pro¬ 
testant  American  life — every  denomina¬ 
tion,  every  undenominational  movement, 
every  modernist,  every  evangelical, 
every  inter-denominational  organization, 
every  local  church,  every  preacher, 
every  layman,  the  great  and  small— to 
combat  a  common  threat  to  our  freedom. 
This  is  not  primarily  a  doctrinal  religious 
issue,  but  a  political  issue  which  threat¬ 
ens  religious  liberty.  Furthermore,  we 
must  join  hands  with  the  Jews,  the  Mor¬ 
mons,  the  Unitarians,  and  the  atheists 
who  as  American  citizens  are  as  gravely 
endangered  as  we.  Unless  such  a  united 
front  can  be  presented  against  the  united 
forces  of  Catholicism  we  are  defeated 
before  we  start.

years  and  what  it  is  doing  now.  We  shall 
not  deter  it  or  deflect  it  except  by  an 
equally  intelligent  and  well-planned  pro¬ 
gram — theirs  for  supreme  authority,  ours 
for  freedom.  In  the  realm  of  power  we 
are  fully  their  equal.  In  numbers, 
wealth,  education,  ingenuity  and  (what 
is  more  vital)  in  the  spiritual  imponder¬ 
ables  we  are  greatly  superior. 

The  test  of  our  ability  to  keep  America 
free  is  to  be  found  just  now  in  our  de¬ 
mand  that  there  must  be  no  USA  envoy 
to  the  Vatican  and  that  all  diplomatic 
relations  between  the  two  states  (!) 
cease. 

Let  us  address  ourselves  to  this  task 
without  further  indecision  or  delay.  THE 
TIME  IS  NOW!

I.  AS  REGARDS  EACH  OTHER 

1.  A  minister  should  give  to  the  other 
the  same  freedom  of  choice  and  inter¬ 
pretation  which  he  himself  claims. 

2.  He  should  always  see  to  it  that  his 
supply  is  satisfactorily  remunerated  for 
his  services.  This  should  be  a  matter  of 
business  and  conscience,  probably  more 
of  business. 

3.  A  visiting  preacher  should  never 
take  opportunity  to  oppose  the  pastor’s 
views  on  a  debatable  matter  of  doctrine 
or  practice.  If  the  visitor  is  doing  the 
service  of  a  teacher  rather  than  a  preach¬ 
er,  it  would  be  in  order  to  bring  the  mat¬ 
ter  up  for  discussion. 

4.  One  should  never  fill  the  pulpit  of  a 
church  without  being  duly  invited.  If  the 
church  has  a  pastor,  the  invitation  should 
be  from  him  or  freely  sanctioned  by  him. 

5.  A  pastor  should  always  be  free  to 
question  a  prospective  visitor  on  his 
views  concerning  major  matters  of  doc¬ 
trine  and  practice.  We  should  always  be 
willing  to  be  questioned. 

6.  A  visiting  minister  should  never 
seek  to  steal  the  heart  of  the  people  from 
their  pastor.  He  should  always  conduct 
himself  as  a  visitor. 

7.  A  preacher  should  never  permit  him¬ 
self  to  be  considered  as  a  pastor  by  a 
pastorless  church  in  competition  with  an¬ 
other  or  other  preachers.  Our  churches 
are  fast  coming  to  realise  that  R  is  more 
satisfactory  to  dispense  with  one  prospect 
at  a  time. 

8.  H  a  pastor  engages  one  and  then 
has  to  break  the  engagement  so  late  that 
the  one  invited  has  no  opportunity  to  be 
re-engaged,  the  pastor  should  pay  him 
or  sec  that  he  is  paid  a  satisfactory  sum. 

9.  One  should  always  be  careful  as 
concerns  his  visit  back  to  a  former 
church  field.  If  a  pastor  does  not  feel 
insecure,  he  should  not  be  uneasy  or  un¬ 
comfortable  when  a  former  pastor  comes 
back  and  conducts  himself  as  a  gentle¬ 
man.  In  returning  to  a  former  field  one 
should  always  make  it  a  point  to  win 
first  of  all  the  good  will  and  confidence 
of  the  pastor;  and  never  betraying  this, 
he  will,  as  a  rule,  be  always  welcomed. 

10.  It  is  not  good  to  decry  a  fellow  pas¬ 
tor  from  the  pulpit.  Some  one  believes 
in  him  and  supports  him,  or  he  would  not 
be  a  pastor.  One  is  always  open,  how¬ 
ever,  to  try  the  spirit  even  of  a  preacher 
to  see  if  it  be  of  God  or  not.  There  is 
usually  a  better  way  of  meeting  this 
problem  than  to  make  a  personal  attack 
in  the  pulpit.  If  one  will  notice,  the  terms 
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foRow-pottor  is  used.  This  does  not  hold 

true  when  the  difficulty  is  from  sn  antag¬ 
onistic  element'  that  would  move  in  by 
tent  or  radio  to  disrupt  organixed  church- 
06.  But  even  this  should  be  done  with 
tact.  If  we  have  or  express  fear  that  our 
people  will  be  turned,  we  have  lost  half 
the  battle. 

11.  Never  should  a  preacher  go  to  an¬ 
other  church  for  a  funeral  or  wedding 
without  recognizing  that  the  pastor  is 
host  and  without  treating  him  as  such. 

It  would  always  be  well  to  consult  with 
him  before  such  a  service. 

It.  When  a  preacher  Is  visiting  in  9 
service  where  the  pastor  is  present,  the 
visitor  should  not  feel  thet  the  pester  is 
obligated  to  invito  him  to  speak.  If  he  it 
invited,  when  there,  to  speak,  ha  should 
nee  expect  to  be  paid. 

13.  A  visiting  preacher  should  not  ex¬ 
pect  to  be  entertained  in  the  home  of  the 
pastor  -of  another  if  the  church  sees  fit 
to  furnish  him  hotel  accommodations  If 
at  all  possible,  the  church  should  offer 
to  furnish  hotel  accommodations  for  the 
visitor.  This  rules  out  many  problems 
which  would  otherwise  exist.  If  it  is  cor¬ 
rectly  understood,  the  most  effective 
preachers  have  always  demanded  pri¬ 
vacy.  . 

14  Each  should  be  willing  to  join  with 
the  others  in  a  progressive  ministerial 
conference  or  association  for  the  thrash¬ 
ing  out  of  difficulties  and  the  working  out 
of  a  successful  community  and  associa- 

tional  program. 

II.  AS  REGARDS  HIS 

PASTORAL  SERVICES 

Acceptable  ethics  of  pastoral  service 
demand  that  a  preacher  make  certain 
conformity.  The  following  are  points  to 

be  observed: 

1.  For  a  pastor  or  minister  who  hat 
his  record  to  make,  it  is  wise  for  him  to 
learn  what  is  expected  in  the  way  af 
drees  as  regards  any  given  service  and 
to  do  his  best  to  comply  with  the  ex¬ 
pectation.  One  may  often  have  the  privi- 
lige  of  dressing  as  he  pleases,  and  in 
such  cases  it  is  a  matter  of  comfort  and

SUMMARY  mi  TRAINING  UNION 
ACTIVITIES 

We  would  like  to  begin  this  word,  con¬ 
cerning  the  activities  of  the  Training 
Union  Department  for  the  year,  with  an 
expression  of  thanks  and  appreciation  to 
•11  the  leaders  who  have  so  marvelously 
cooperated  with  us  in  the  plans  we  have 
promoted.  It  has  been  a  good  year, 
Showing  increases  in  every  way,  which 
gives  us  assurance  that  the  Lord  has 
been  with  us  in  the  planning  and  in  the 
prosecution. 

Our  major  emphasis  this  year  has 
been  placed  on  Associational  Leadership 
Laboratories.  These  have  been  held  in 
the  majority  of  the  associations,  with 
one  of  our  staff  members  conducting. 
Demonstrations  of  the  mechanics  of 
training  union  have  made  up  the  pro¬ 
gram.  These  programs  were  designed 
to  give  to  the  churches  larger,  and  better 
unions.  We  feel  that  this  has  been  the 
result  in  most  instances. 

Our  State  Convention  met  in  Columbus, 
December  28-29.  The  attendance  was 
very  good  and  the  program  well  receiv¬ 
ed.  The  1951  convention  was  held  in 
Meridian,  Friday,  December  28th.  The 
Fifteenth  Ave.  Baptist  Church  was 
host  to  the  convention.  Since  the  Music 
department  held  a  special  Music  Conven¬ 
tion  in  November  this  year,  we  have  gone 
back  to  the  one  day  Training  Union  Con¬ 
vention.  A  good  music  program  was, 
however,  planned  as  a  part  of  the  Train¬ 
ing  Union  Convention. 

The  fifteen  District  Conventions  en¬ 
joyed  their  largest  attendance,  with  most 
of  the  associations  having  representa¬ 
tives  on  the  program  in  the  various  drills 
that  largely  make  up  the  program  of 
these  meetings. 

A  Training  Union  Assembly,  the  first 
Mississippi  has  had,  was  enjoyed  the  first 
two  weeks  in  July.  This  assembly  was 
held  at  Camp  Garaywa.  The  attendance 
was  very  good,  and  many  were  the  ex¬ 
pressions  of  appreciation  of  the  good  pro¬ 
gram,  with  its  spiritual  emphasis.  We 
will  have  only  one  week  in  1952,  this  will 
be  July  7-12.  We  will  begin  next  year  to 
have  our  final  elimination  contests  here 
to  select  our  representatives  for  the 
Scuthwide  Sword  Drill,  and  Young  Peo¬ 
ple’s  Sneaking  Tournament. 

The  annual  meeting  of  associational 
officers,  which  is  designed  as  a  “Train¬ 
ing  Meeting”  was  held  in  Jackson,  No¬ 
vember  23.  To  this  meeting  all  associa¬ 
tional  Training  Union  officers  are  urged 
to  come.  Two  representatives  from  the 
Nashville  office  were  with  us  for  this 
meeting,  Mr.  Maines  Rawls,  and  Miss 
Thelma  Arnote.  We  continue  to  feel  that 
the  association  is  the  most  important  unit 
of  organization  we  have  for  propagating 
the  work,  hence  our  effort  to  strengthen 
the  associational  Training  Union.  More 
and  more  the  regular  Association  is  elec¬ 
ting  a  full  corps  of  officers  for  the  Asso¬ 
ciational  Training  Union  each  year,  and 
thus  tying  it  into  the  general  work  in  a 
more  definite  way. 

Eighteen  summer  workers,  working  in 
eleven  associations,  were  used  of  .God 
fci  giving  encouragement,  inspiration,  and 
challenge  to  hundreds  who  needed  just 
that.  They  taught  study  courses,  and 
organized  new  unions,  visited  in  the, 
homes  of  the  people  and  brought  good 
cheer.  • 

New  Unions  during  the  year,  as  far  as 
records  can  be  obtained,  449.  This  is  an 
average  of  one  oaeh  woek  day,  two  each 
Sunday,  with  ten  extra  fer  good  measure. 

25,569  Study  Course  awards  have  been 


issued  during  the  year.  This  is  483  more 
than  for  the  same  period  of  time  last 
year.  The  adults  lead  with  almost  as 
many  as  the  other  department*  combin¬ 
ed.  This  is  as  it  should  be  since  the 
great  majority  of  church  members  are 
adults. 

The  1951  Evangelistic  Crusade  found 
the  Training  Union  ready  to  make  its 
contribution.  Hundreds  of  pastors  includ¬ 
ed  the  training  union  in  the  plans  for  the 
crusade  in  their  churches,  using  the 
members  in  prayer  meetings,  publicity,

personal  taste.  Nonconformity  is  unfor¬ 
givable  in  the  uninformed,  but  is  not 
pardonable  otherwise.  If  there  is  some 
reason  why  conformity  cannot  be  made, 
the  point  should  be  explained.  The  same 
pastor  may  find  it  in  perfect  keeping 
with  the  desires  of  his  people  to  wear 
coat  and  tie  as  part  of  his  dress  in  the 
morning  service,  to  leave  off  the  coat 
in  the  evening  service,  and  to  wear  a 
sport  shirt  at  the  Mid-week  service. 

2.  It  is  always  in  order  to  remember 
that  a  pastor  has  to  choose  the  words' 
with  which  his  message  is  conveyed. 

There  are  two  rules  to  follow.  The  first  is 
to  use  no  word  that  he  knows  to  be  of¬ 
fensive  when  that  word  is  unnecessary 
or  when  a  good  synonym  can  be  used. 

The  second  is  to  find  the  meaning  and 
connotations  of  any  word  of  which  there 
is  doubt. 

3.  Never  should  a  pastor  condemn  his 
congregation  for  the  offense  of  an  individ¬ 
ual  unless  the  congregation  is  responsi¬ 
ble.  In  other  words,  never  should  he 
take  out  on  his  congregation  his  feelings 
toward  an  individual. 

4.  The  nature  and  calling  of  a  man  will 
determine  his  type  of  message,  whether 
it  be  pastoral,  evangelistic,  or  prophetic. 

In  either  case,  his  divine  ethic  most  de¬ 
mand  of  him  the  preaching  of  the  truth 
and  no  conformity  to  the  mere  wish  of 
any  people.  How  often  the  preaching  of 
the  Gospel  has  been  cramped  because 
some  preacher  had  it  in  his  head  that 
ha  had  to  earn  his  living  preaching.  One 
can  easily  see  the  tragedy  to  which  this 
false  concept  leads.  God  keep  us  in 
such  spirit  of  devotion  to  his  will  that  we 
never  become  victims  of  such  tempta¬ 
tion*. 

5.  Ethics  m  pastoral  services  demand 
art.  One  must  ever  be  striving  to  become 
more  efficient  and  effective  at  certain 
points  in  his  message.  He  should  make 
it  a  habit  never  to  bore  with  a  repetition 
of  an  illustration.  He  should  never  try 
to  explain  what  he  himself  does  not 
understand.  In  his  invitation  he  should 
avoid  trickery  and  embarrassment.  In 
the  matter  of  the  ordinances  he  should 
ever  be  laboring  to  perform  them  more 
perfectly.  These  and  other  requirements 
should  keep  the  pastor  on  his  guard. 

•  6.  It  is  wise  for  a  pastor  never  to  be 
the  one  to  voice  recommendations  from 
the  floor  of  a  business  session  of  his 
church.  The  pastor  should  be  moderator 
and  that  only.  A  motion  or  the  introduc¬ 
tion  of  a  matter  should  come  from  the

other  than  himself.  II  the  pastor  will 
discuss  his  hopes  and  plans  and  sugges-

8.  The  working  together  of  a  pastor 
and  church  should,  as  nearly  as  possible 
be  on  a  business  basis.

No  pastor,  however,  should  re¬ 
sign  without  reasonable  notice  (  a  month 
ia  none  too  short)  to  a  church.  Neither 
should  a  church  be  disposed  to  do  the 
same  to  a  pastor.
